Desperate hunt for survivors after 
Turkey quake carnage 


ERCIS (AFP) - Rescuers 
scrambled through the rubble 
yesterday in a desperate search 
for survivors of an earthquake 
that killed at least 272 people 
in Turkey as residents fled the 
scenes of devastation. 

People living in eastern Van 
province issued cries for help 
on Twitter, giving out the ad¬ 
dresses of collapsed buildings 
and the number of people 
trapped under the debris. 

Hundreds of rescuers 
worked around the clock in the 
town of Ercis, which bore the 
brunt of the quake and the sur¬ 
rounding villages, as scores of 
ambulances and medical sup¬ 
plies were rushed to the area. 

Some 272 people were con¬ 
firmed killed by the 7.2 mag¬ 
nitude earthquake which 
struck around lunchtime on 
Sunday in the Van province, 
according to Interior Minister 
Idris Naim Sener. An earlier 
estimate put the toll at 264. 

"We couldn't understand 
what was going on — all of a 
sudden there was dust every¬ 
where, our eyes were full of 
dust, and we were thrown 


against the walls and furniture. 
It lasted 20 seconds," Ercis res¬ 
ident Yunus Ozmen said. 

"We spent the night outside 
in the street and made a fire to 
keep warm," said the 23-year- 
old as he recounted the mo¬ 
ment when disaster struck, 
forcing many out of doors to 
spend the night in freezing 
temperatures. 

His neighbour Abdul Hadi 
Isik said that his aunt and her 
children were buried under the 
rubble. 

"There is no hope left," he 


added. 

Some 169 people were 
killed in Ercis, while 95 died in 
Van city center, the Anatolia 
news agency quoted Sener as 
saying. A total of 970 buildings 
had collapsed as a result of the 
quake and aftershocks, includ¬ 
ing a dormitory in Ercis under 
which many students were be¬ 
lieved to be buried. 

Around 1,200 rescue offi¬ 
cials were working in the town 
of Ercis, according to the local 
crisis center.

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"Rethinking Aruba" captures attention of private and public 
sectors in Canada 




About 25 of Canada's private 
and public sector persons were 
invited last week for a presen¬ 
tation by the government of 
Aruba at the home of the Am¬ 
bassador of the Dutch King¬ 
dom in Canada.

Airport's leaking roof gets 
immediate attention! 



ORANJESTAD - Last Friday, 
Minister Otmar Oduber 
headed to the International- 
Reina Beatrix Airport to per¬ 
sonally survey the situation of 
water leakage at the airport. 
This leak was caused by the 
heavy rainfall that the island 
received. 

Oduber met with the per¬ 
sons responsable for determin¬ 
ing the cause of the leakage. 
They observed that various 
areas in the airport were under 
water. They discovered that 
there are two primary reasons 
for the leaking situation. One 
reason is that the largest area of 
the airport, which is the area 
where the shops are; which 
was renovated back in 2009, 
was not done correctly...very 
poor workmanship in view of 
the numerous leaks in the en¬ 
tire area. 

The other reason for the 
problem is that the overflow- 
channels are unable to handle 
the enormous amount of water 
from such an unusally heavy 


down pour of rain. 

The Minister made contact 
immediately with the President 
of the Board of Directors of the 
Airport to attend to the situa 
tion with urgency within the 
context of the investments cur¬ 
rently taking place at the air¬ 
port. Oduber indicated that it is 
prudent to have a budget in 
place for such situations. He 
emphasized that it is impera¬ 
tive that the situation be cor¬ 
rected rapidly as we are 
approaching the rainy season. 

The Minister was pleased to 
learn that airport personnel had 
already begun to deal with the 
problem. They had already sol- 
licited the services of roof re¬ 
pair experts as well as for 
persons to expand the water 
drainage system. Oduber had 
words of praise for the pro-ac¬ 
tive approach of the airport's 
maintenance team. It is ex¬ 
pected that within a matter of 
days, one to two days, the si¬ 
tuation will be taken care of.

Rina forecast to reach 
hurricane strength today 



Libya aims for govt in two weeks 
forms Kadhafi probe 


MIAMI(AFP) - Newly-formed 
Tropical Storm Rina is streng¬ 
thening off Central America’s 
Caribbean coast and is forecast 
to grow into a hurricane by late 
today, threatening on an al¬ 
ready-waterlogged region. 

Rina, which spent days nag¬ 
ging the coastline of Honduras 
as a disorganized depression, 
has now coalesced into a storm 
that could power up dramati¬ 
cally before barreling into Be¬ 
lize and Mexico's Yucatan 
peninsula by the end of the 
week, according to the US Na¬ 
tional Hurricane Center. 

The 17th named storm of 
the Atlantic hurricane season 
was packing sustained winds 
of 45 miles (72 kilometers) per 
hour and was tracking to the 
northwest at six miles per hour. 

"Additional strengthening 
is expected during the next 48 
hours and Rina is forecast to 
become a hurricane by 


tonight," the Miami-based 
NHC said in its 1500 GMT 
bulletin. 

While it is still several days 
off, the NHC forecasts Rina 
will head directly over the po¬ 
pular Mexican tourist island of 
Cozumel on Friday, and the 
US agency urged authorities in 
the Yucatan peninsula and in 
Belize to closely monitor the 
storm's path and send out 
warnings when appropriate. 

Rina's center was about 190 
miles southwest of Grand Cay¬ 
man island — where up to four 
inches (10 centimeters) of rain 
was forecast — as it passed 
north of the Honduran coast, 
NHC said. 

Rina could unleash up to 
five inches of rain in some 
areas, a heavy dose but less 
than some parts of Central 
America received in recent 
weeks amid near-constant del¬ 
uges. 


BENGHAZI (AFP) - Libya's 
interim leader Mustafa Abdel 
Jalil set a two-week target yes¬ 
terday for the country to have 
a new government and said a 
commission of inquiry will 
probe Moammar Kadhafi's 
killing. 

"We have begun talks (on 
forming a government), and 
this matter will not take a 
month but will be finished 
within two weeks," the Na¬ 
tional Transitional Council 
(NTC) chairman told a news 
conference in the eastern city 
of Benghazi. 

A day after the NTC's dec¬ 
laration of Libya's liberation in 
the wake of Kadhafi's capture 
and death, Abdel Jalil also said 
a commission of inquiry is 
being set up to probe the con¬ 
troversial killing of the fallen 
strongman. 

"In response to interna¬ 
tional calls, we have started to 
put in place a commission 
tasked with investigating the 
circumstances of Moammar 
Kadhafi's death in the clash 
with his circle as he was being 


captured," Abdel Jalil said. 

And after having raised 
concern in the West by stress¬ 
ing on Sunday that the new 
Libya will be governed in line 
with Islamic sharia law, the 
NTC chief gave assurances it 
would remain a "moderate" 
Muslim country. 

"I would like to assure the 
international community that 
we as Libyans are Muslims but 
moderate Muslims," he said. 

The French foreign mi¬ 
nistry said Paris will keep a 
watch over Libya's respect for 
human rights after the promise 
of a system of sharia to run 
post-Kadhafi Libya. 

"We will be watchful of re¬ 
spect for human rights and 
democratic principles, notably 
cultural and religious diversity 
and the equality of men and 
women to which France is 
unswervingly attached," mi¬ 
nistry spokesman Bernard 
Valero said. 

And EU foreign policy 
chief Catherine Ashton said the 
introduction of sharia in Libya 
must respect human rights. 


Abdel Jalil's two-week 
timeline came as Libya's new 
leaders embarked on the tough 
task of forging an interim go¬ 
vernment uniting disparate po¬ 
litical forces after 42 years of 
Kadhafi's iron-fisted rule, 
under which sharia took a back 
seat. 

"Today, we begin preparing 
for a new phase... the phase 
after the liberation, the phase 
that we will plan and work 
hard for the future of Libya," 
said Abdel Hafiz Ghoga, vice 
chairman of the NTC. 

"Let us start work on the 
adoption of the constitution," 
he said Sunday as he declared 
liberation from Kadhafi's rule 
at a rally attended by tens of 
thousands of revellers in Beng¬ 
hazi, birthplace of the anti- 
Kadhafi revolt. 

Under an NTC roadmap, an 
interim government is to be 
formed and then polls for a 
constituent assembly to draft a 
new basic law held within 
eight months — the first demo¬ 
cratic vote since Kadhafi came 
to power in a 1969 coup.

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WikiLeaks suspends file 
publishing due to funding 
crisis 


LONDON (AFP) - WikiLeaks 
has been forced to suspend 
publishing classified files after 
a funding blockade and could 
have no option but to shut 
down by the end of the year, 
founder Julian Assange an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

The whistleblowing web¬ 
site has seen its funding plunge 
by 95 percent due to an "arbi¬ 
trary and unlawful financial 
blockade" mounted by compa¬ 
nies including Visa and Mas¬ 
terCard since December last 
year, Assange said in London. 

"In order to ensure our fu¬ 
ture survival, WikiLeaks is 
now forced to temporarily sus¬ 
pend its publishing operations 
and aggressively fundraise in 
order to fight back against this 
blockade and its proponents," 
he said. 

"If WikiLeaks does not find 
a way to remove this blockade, 
given our current levels of ex¬ 
penditure we will simply not 
be able to continue by the turn 
of the New Year." 

The Australian condemned 
the blockade as politically mo¬ 


tivated and directly linked to 
"Cablegate", coming within 
days of the website’s release of 
tens of thousands of classified 
US diplomatic cables in No¬ 
vember last year. 

Many relate to the wars in 
Iraq and Afghanistan while 
others contain frank and some¬ 
times embarrassing assess¬ 
ments of world leaders made 
by US diplomats. 

Assange said WikiLeaks 
was taking legal action against 
the blockade in several states 
including Britain, United 
States and Australia and has 
100,000 publications pending, 
but warned it was facing an 
"existential threat". 

The former computer hacker 
said WikiLeaks needed $3.5 
million (2.5 million euros) to 
get through the next 12 months. 

WikiLeaks spokesman 
Kristinn Hrafnsson explained 
that before the funding 
squeeze, average monthly do¬ 
nations exceeded 100,000 
euros, but since then they had 
plunged to between 6,000 and 
7,000 euros. 


Weapons found in Libyan 
embassy in Cairo 


CAIRO (AFP) - The Libyan 
embassy in Cairo said yester¬ 
day that it found a large cache 
of weapons on the premises it 
believes the former regime 
planned to use to kill dissidents 
in Egypt. 

"Among the weapons found 
were pistols, rifles and ma¬ 
chine guns — all with si¬ 
lencers," the embassy said in a 
statement. 

"The former Libyan regime 
kept those weapons to assassi¬ 
nate Libyan opposition figures 
in Egypt," according to the 
statement, carried by Egypt's 
official MENA news agency. 

The embassy urged Egypt¬ 
ian authorities to investigate 


the matter, MENA said. 

On Sunday, Libya's Na¬ 
tional Transitional Council de¬ 
clared the country's liberation 
in the wake of the capture and 
death of ousted leader Moamer 
Kadhafi, who ruled for 42 
years. 

According to a 2010 
Amnesty International report 
"during the 1980s dozens of 
Libyan dissidents living 
abroad were extrajudicially ex¬ 
ecuted, reportedly by agents 
acting on behalf of the Libyan 
state." 

It said reports of extrajudi¬ 
cial executions carried on into 
the 1990s. 


Divers find Dutch WWII submarine 


off Borneo after 70 years

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Sport 
divers off the northern coast of 
Borneo have discovered the 
wreck of a Dutch World War II 
submarine, missing for the past 
70 years, the Dutch defence 
ministry said yesterday. 

"The Hr. Ms. KXVI, which 
has been missing with a crew 
of 36 since 1941, has been 
found," it said in a statement 
released in The Hague. 

"It was discovered by Aus¬ 
tralian and Singaporean sport 


divers in the waters 'above' the 
island of Borneo after a tip-off 
from a local fisherman," the 
ministry added. 

It did not state the exact lo¬ 
cation of the wreck out of re¬ 
spect for the dead crew and 
their descendants. 

The 1,000-ton KXVI was 
part of the Allied fleet tasked 
with stopping the Japanese in¬ 
vasion of the then Dutch East 
Indies. It torpedoed the Japa¬ 
nese submarine hunter Sagiri 


on Christmas Eve 1941, only 
to be sunk itself the following 
day by a Japanese submarine. 

The latest find brings to six 
the number of Dutch sub¬ 
marines lost during the war 
that have now been found, the 
ministry said. Only one wreck, 
that of the Hr. Ms. O 13, re¬ 
mains missing somewhere in 
the North Sea. 

Borneo, the world's third 
largest island, is split between 
Malaysia, Brunei and Indonesia.

The town's football pitch had 
been transformed into a sea of 
tents set up by the Red Cres¬ 
cent, a field hospital was ere- 
ceted in its stadium and some 
1,500 units of blood have been 
sent to the region. 

Some 2,400 search and res¬ 
cue teams from 45 cities and 
more than 200 ambulances 


have been rushed to the region, 
according to the government. 

The military said six battal¬ 
ions were also involved in 
search and rescue efforts. 

Six helicopters, including 
four helicopter ambulances, as 
well as C-130 military cargo 
planes were dispatched to the 
area carrying tents, food and 


medicine. 

By mid-day Deputy Prime 
Minister Besir Atalay said that 
rescuers had managed to get 
access to all the quake-hit 
zones in Van province, includ¬ 
ing remote villages. 

Atalay said 29 villages and 
40 percent of Ercis town were 
without power.

GPS shoes for Alzheimer's patients 
to hit US 



—The first shoes with built-in 
GPS devices — to help track 
down dementia-suffering sen¬ 
iors who wander off and get 
lost — are set to hit the US mar¬ 
ket this month, the manufac¬ 
turer says. 

Andrew Carle, a professor 
at George Mason University's 
College of Health and Human 
Services who was an adviser 
on the project, said the shoes 
are likely to save lives and 
avoid embarrassing and costly 
incidents with the elderly. 

"It's especially important 
for people in the earliest stages 
of Alzheimer's who are at the 


highest risk," Carle told AFP. 

"They might be living in 
their home but they're con¬ 
fused. They go for a walk and 
they can get lost for days." 

Carle said studies indicate 
more than five million Ameri¬ 
cans suffer from Alzheimer's, a 
number expected to quadruple 
in the coming years. He said 
60 percent of sufferers will 
wander and become lost and 
up to half of those lost who are 
not found within 24 hours may 
die, from dehydration, expo¬ 
sure or injury. 

Other devices such as 
bracelets or pendants can pro¬ 


vide similar protection but sen¬ 
iors often reject these. 

"The primary reason is that 
paranoia is a manifestation of 
the disease," Carle said. "If you 
put something on someone 
with Alzeheimer's that they 
don't recognize, they remove it. 
If it's a wristwatch and it's not 
their wristwatch, they will take 
it off. So you have to hide it." 

The GPS system, which is 
implanted in the heel of what 
appears to be a normal walking 
shoe, allows family members 
or carers to monitor the wearer 
and to set up a "geofence" that 
would trigger an alert if the 
person strays beyond a certain 
area. 

The shoes are being devel¬ 
oped by GTX Corp., which 
makes miniaturized Global Po¬ 
sitioning Satellite tracking and 
location-transmitting technol¬ 
ogy, and Aetrex. They received 
certification from the Federal 
Communications Commission 
this year for the system. 

The makers say the market 
for such shoes is growing, 
given the soaring costs of 
Alzheimer's.

Bolivia reaches agreement 
with Amazon protesters 
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man 

-(AFP)- The eagerly awaited 
biography of Apple co-founder 
Steve Jobs hit bookstores 
Monday, painting a candid 
portrait of a technology vision¬ 
ary who could be as bruising 
as he was brilliant. 

The 630-page book, titled 
simply "Steve Jobs,” is already 
number one on the list of best¬ 
sellers for Amazon’s Kindle 
and goes on sale less than three 
weeks after Jobs died at the 
age of 56 after a long battle 
with pancreatic cancer. 

Written by Walter Isaacson, 
a former managing editor of 
Time magazine, the book is the 
result of 40 interviews Isaac¬ 
son conducted with Jobs since 
2009 and with over 100 family 


members, friends, business ri¬ 
vals and colleagues. 

The book recounts the now 
familiar story of how barefoot 
college dropout Jobs and com¬ 
puter whiz Steve Wozniak 
began building the first Apple 
computers in the garage of the 
Jobs family home in Los Altos, 
California, in 1976. 

The last word in the book be¬ 
longs to Jobs as he attempts to 
define his legacy to his biogra¬ 
pher. 

"My passion has been to 
build an enduring company 
where people were motivated 
to make great products," Jobs 
said. 

"Everything else was sec¬ 
ondary." 


LAPAZ (AFP) -The Bolivian 
government and representa¬ 
tives of Amazon native pro¬ 
testers reached an agreement 
on Monday ending two 
months of protests that have 
eroded support for President 
Evo Morales. 

Morales announced on 
Friday he was scrapping a 
hugely controversial plan to 
build a highway through an 
Amazon ecological reserve 
that triggered widespread 


protests — but the protesters 
had 15 other demands they 
wanted addressed. 

Communications Minister 
Ivan Canelas announced that a 
deal had been reached on all 
the protester demands follow¬ 
ing marathon negotiations that 
ended at dawn Monday. 

The lengthy talks allowed 
"all points to be resolved, with 
deadlines for them to be ful¬ 
filled," added Fernando Var¬ 
gas, a leader of the Amazon 


indigenous protesters. 

The Brazil-financed road 
project was to form part of a 
network linking land-locked 
Bolivia to both the Pacific 
through Chile and the Atlantic 
through Brazil. 

Some 2,000 protesters, 
who set out in August and 
trekked 600 kilometers (370 
miles) to La Paz, were met as 
heroes as they entered the city 
in the high Andes and made 
their way to camp out near the 
presidential palace. 

About 50,000 people from 
three different native groups 
live in the remote Isiboro Se¬ 
cure National Park and In¬ 
digenous Territory (TIPNIS) 
in the humid Amazon low¬ 
lands. 

About 100 Amazon pro¬ 
testers remain camped in La 
Paz waiting for Congress to 
approve an amendment sent 
by Morales to end the high¬ 
way project. 


Turkey, a country at seismic 
crossroads 


Radiation hotspot 
near Tokyo linked to 
Fukushima: officials 


TOKYO (AFP) - Radiation 
levels as high as those in the 
evacuation zone around 
Japan's Fukushima nuclear 
plant have been detected in a 
Tokyo suburb, and are likely 
linked to the disaster, officials 
said Monday. 

The hotspot, a small area of 
about one metre (three feet) ra¬ 
dius, was found in a vacant lot 
in Kashiwa city, Chiba prefec¬ 
ture, a commuter suburb of the 
capital, officials said. 

Radiation levels of 2 mi- 
crosieverts per hour were de¬ 
tected one metre above the 
surface of the soil, equivalent 
to some areas in the evacua¬ 
tion zone around the crippled 
Fukushima Daiichi nuclear 
power plant. 

City officials have also 
found contamination levels as 
high as 57.5 microsieverts per 
hour in the soil, sparking radi¬ 
ation fears in the neighbour¬ 
hood some 195 kilometres 
(120 miles) from the accident 
site. 

Inspectors from the science 
and technology ministry be¬ 


lieve the hotspot was created 
after radioactive caesium car¬ 
ried by rain water became con¬ 
centrated in a small area 
because of a broken gutter. 

Earlier this month the 
alarm was raised in western 
Tokyo after a radiation hotspot 
was discovered, but later de¬ 
termined to have been caused 
by some old paint. 

Variable winds, weather 
and topography result in an 
uneven spread of contamina¬ 
tion from the nuclear plant, ex¬ 
perts say, and radioactive 
elements tend to concentrate in 
places where dust and rain 
water accumulate such as 
drains and ditches. 

As researchers carry out 
tests to map how far contami¬ 
nation has spread from the 
plant, radiation fears are a 
daily fact of life in many parts 
of Japan following the earth¬ 
quake and tsunami-sparked 
meltdowns at the plant, with 
reported cases of contami¬ 
nated water, beef, vegetables, 
tea and seafood.

PARIS (AFP) - The 7.2-mag¬ 
nitude earthquake that struck 
Van province in eastern 
Turkey on Sunday, causing 
hundreds of fatalities, under¬ 
scores the country's fate to be 
straddling one of the world's 
most active seismic zones. 

Turkey is squeezed be¬ 



tween two tectonic plates — 
Eurasia to the north and 
Africa/Arabia to the south — 
that are grinding into each 
other, according France's 
Paris Institute of the Physics 
of the Globe (IPGP). 

Sunday's quake occurred 
on the East Anatolian Fault 
where an arrow-shaped plate, 
comprising the Arabian 
peninsula, part of southeast¬ 
ern Turkey and Iraq, is forcing 
its way under the Eurasian 
plate at an average speed of 


2.4 centimetres (one inch) per 
year. 

This same fault was to 
blame for the Spitak quake in 
Armenia in 1988, when more 
than 20,000 people were 
killed by a 6.9-magnitude 
event. 

In 1976, several villages 
on the Turkish-Iranian border 
were wiped out by a 7.3-mag¬ 
nitude quake that occurred 
around 70 kilometres (44 
miles) from Sunday's quake. 

Turkey's other big seismic 
front is the North Anatolian 
Fault, where several quakes 
occurred last century along al¬ 
most its entire length. 

A 7.8-magnitude quake at 
Erzincan in 1939 claimed 
nearly 33,000 lives, and the 
1999 Izmit quake, estimated 
at 7.6 to 7.7 magnitude, left a 
toll of 17,000 dead and 
50,000 injured, while around 
half a million people were left 
homeless.

Overheating economy 
could spoil Kirchner's party 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
President Cristina Kirchner 
has just won a landslide re- 
election, but Argentina's 
nine-year boom is under 
threat from an overheating 
economy and runaway infla¬ 
tion that could well spoil the 
party. 

Kirchner, Argentina's first 
female leader, swept to vic¬ 
tory late Sunday with 53.96 
percent of the vote — a larger 
share than any president since 
democracy was restored to 
the Latin American giant in 
1983. 

"All the power to the pres¬ 
ident," read the headline of 
La Nacion daily, as reports 
said her party had also re¬ 
gained full control of Con¬ 
gress. 

It was a massive vindica¬ 
tion of both the glamorous 
leader and the policies of 
"Kirchnerism," started almost 
nine years ago by her late 
husband Nestor Kirchner. 

"Count on me to continue 
pursuing the project," Kirch¬ 
ner, a 58-year-old former 
lawyer, said in a triumphant 
speech to a rowdy crowd in 
Buenos Aires. 

But the liberal spending 
that has sustained strong 
growth — an average of be¬ 
tween six and nine percent a 
year since Nestor Kirchner 
was elected in 2003 — has fed 
runaway inflation that econo¬ 
mists put at about 25 or 30 
percent. 

"Numerous economic in¬ 
dicators are in the red. The 
economy is on automatic 
pilot," warned Alberto Fer¬ 
nandez, a former top official 
in the Kirchner governments. 

With the exception of 
2009, when the economy 
contracted 0.9 percent in the 
midst of an international cri¬ 
sis, Argentina has beaten all 
records for growth. Con¬ 
sumption is booming and un¬ 
employment is barely seven 
percent.

The current growth rate, 
above eight percent, is pow¬ 
ered by high global prices for 
natural resources and soy 
beans, of which Argentina is 
one of the world's biggest ex¬ 
porters. 

The price of a ton of soy is 
currently over $500, more 
than double what it was in 
2001 when president Fer¬ 
nando de la Rua was forced 
from office amid a financial 
crisis and riots over austerity 
measures. 

But Argentina's super¬ 
heated economy also has a 


downside — a 35 percent in¬ 
crease in public spending and 
an inflation rate of between 
25 and 30 percent this year, 
according to independent 
economists. 

Programs that have rein¬ 
forced core support for the 
party — part of Argentina's 
powerful Peronist movement 
— include pensions and child 
benefit for poor families as 
well as subsidies for transport 
and utilities. 

Kirchner's closest rival — 
socialist Hermes Binner, who 
won less than 17 percent of 
the vote — warned that Ar¬ 
gentina, which relies heavily 
on exports to Brazil and 
China, will soon feel the ef¬ 
fects of the global economic 
crisis, as growth is predicted 
to slow next year. 

Fernandez, meanwhile, 
warned of rising concern 
over capital flight — almost 
$70 billion has left the coun¬ 
try in the past four years. 

"'Deepen the model' may 
have been a useful slogan for 
the electoral campaign but it's 
too imprecise to calm the 
anxieties of multiple actors in 
the economic system," wrote 
analyst Sergio Berensztein in 
La Nacion daily. 

Central bank reserves will 
not be able to stretch to pay¬ 
ing back debt payments of $4 
billion due in 2012, Fernan¬ 
dez warned.

Harley said the recall in¬ 
volved Touring, CVO Tour¬ 
ing and Trike models made 
between June 6, 2008, and 
September 16, 2011. 

About 250,000 of the 
bikes are in the United States 
and 50,000 in other countries, 
it said. 

Harley said the voluntary 
recall would cost it $10-$ 12 
million, to be included its 
fourth-quarter accounts.

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Defense to launch 
fightback at Jackson 
doc's trial 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Lawyers for Michael Jackson’s 
doctor hope to launch a last- 
ditch fightback this week, after 
a month of prosecution testi¬ 
mony mostly implicating 
medic Conrad Murray over the 
star’s 2009 death. 

Murray’s attorney Ed Cher- 
noff is to begin presenting de¬ 
fense witnesses at the Los 
Angeles Superior Court, where 
the involuntary manslaughter 
trial could go to the jury as 
early as the end of this week. 

So far witnesses called by 
prosecutors have given a litany 
of evidence suggesting Murray 
was grossly negligent by ad¬ 
ministering a deadly cocktail 
of drugs to help the King of 
Pop sleep, and abandoning him 
at the vital moment. 

The 58-year-old Trinidad- 
born medic, who has sat grim¬ 
faced throughout proceedings, 
faces four years in jail if found 
guilty at the long-awaited trial. 

The court case — attended 
near daily by Jackson’s mother 
Katherine and father Joe as 
well as siblings including La- 


Toya and Janet — opened on 
September 27 with a double 
shock for the family and fans 
demonstrating outside. 

First was a photo of a hor¬ 
ribly thin looking Jackson on a 
hospital gurney after his death 
from an overdose from ’’acute 
propofol intoxication" on June 
25, 2009, at his rented Los An¬ 
geles mansion. 

But perhaps even more 
shocking was the audio tape of 
a heavily-drugged Jackson, 
telling Murray — who was 
being paid $150,000 a month 
by the star — weeks before his 
death of his hopes for a series 
of comeback shows in London. 

The hushed court heard 
how Jackson’s daughter Paris 
screamed "Daddy!" as she saw 
her apparently lifeless father, 
whose body had an intra¬ 
venous (IV) drip in one leg, a 
condom catheter on his penis, 
and an oxygen tube under his 
nose. 

Paramedics described how 
Jackson appeared to have been 
dead for some time when they 
arrived, but were persuaded by 
Murray to take him to the 
UCLA Medical Center emer¬ 
gency room to try to revive 
him anyway. 

Murray’s lawyers say they 
plan to present some 15 wit¬ 
nesses, including medical ex¬ 
perts, character witnesses and 
police officers. They have their 
work cut out over the coming 
days. 


Earnings unreal for 
'Paranormal Activity 3' 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
"Paranormal Activity 3" scared 
up absolutely unreal earnings 
in its premiere weekend, tak¬ 
ing in more than $54 million at 
the North American box of¬ 
fice, industry estimates 
showed. 

The reheated, low-budget 
fright formula flick was red 
hot, with an estimated $54.02 
million dollars in ticket sales 
on week-end, industry monitor 
Exhibitor Relations reported. 

It bumped the boxing ro¬ 
bots of "Real Steel" out of the 
top spot. The Disney hit for 
children starring Hugh Jack- 
man took in $11.3 million in 
second place. 

A remake of the hit 1980s 
dance romp "Footloose" 
slipped to third place, with a 
haul of $10.8 million. 

A 3-D reimagination of 
Dumas’ "Three Musketeers" 
was in fourth place with $8.8 
million in its first weekend 
out, followed by political 


thriller "The Ides of March," 
starring George Clooney and 
Ryan Gosling, with $4.9 mil¬ 
lion at the box office. 

"Dolphin Tale," a feel-good 
family film starring Morgan 
Freeman about a boy who 
helps a dolphin get a prosthetic 
tail, netted $4.2 million this 
weekend, in sixth place, and 
$64.4 million to date. 

"Moneyball," a sports 
drama starring Brad Pitt as a 
baseball coach, was in the 
number seven spot, taking in 
$4.05 million, trailed by com¬ 
edy Johnny English Reborn" 
with $3.8 million in eighth. 

Sci-fi horror flick "The 
Thing," a prelude to the 1980s 
film of the same name, took in 
$3.1 million for ninth place. 

It came in just ahead of 
"50/50," a comedy about a 27- 
year-old man's battle against 
cancer starring Joseph Gordon 
Levitt and Seth Rogen, which 
earned $2.8 million.

Packers outlast Vikings 
to remain unbeaten

MINNEAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Aaron Rodgers threw three 
touchdown passes to spark 
the unbeaten Green Bay 
Packers over Minnesota 33- 
27 on Sunday, boosting the 
reigning Super Bowl champi¬ 
ons to 7-0 on the season. 

Rodgers completed 24-of- 
30 passes for 335 yards and 
Mason Crosby kicked four 
field goals, including a club- 
record 58-yarder in the third 
quarter, as the Packers 
matched their best start to an 
NFL season since 1962. 

Vikings rookie Christian 
Ponder, making his first start, 
completed 13-of-32 for 219 
yards and two touchdowns 
but threw two interceptions 
to Charles Woodson in the 
third quarter, when the Pack¬ 
ers rallied to outscore Min¬ 
nesota 20-0. 

’’There's not a lot of panic 
on this team,” Rodgers said. 

Adrian Peterson ran 24 
times for 175 yards and a 
touchdown and Ponder 
tossed a 24-yard touchdown 
pass to Michael Jenkins with 
7:49 to play, but the Vikings, 
1-6, could not score again 
and the Packers won their 
700th all-time victory. 

The Packers have a bye 
next week before traveling to 
San Diego. 

"It means we get a week 
off to get healthy,” Rodgers 
said. ’’Then it gets even more 
difficult.” 

Nothing was difficult for 
New Orleans in a 62-7 rout of 
winless Indianapolis where 
the host Saints (5-2) matched 
the third-most points in any 
game in NFL history in win¬ 
ning a rematch of their vic¬ 
tory in last year's Super Bowl. 


The Colts (0-7) surren¬ 
dered the most points in a 
regular-season game since 
1985. The only larger regu¬ 
lar-season one-game total 
scored by any NFL team was 
produced by Washington in a 
72-41 victory over the New 
York Giants in 1966. 

In the NFL's fifth annual 
regular-season game at Lon¬ 
don, Matt Forte ran for 145 
yards and a touchdown and 
the Bears defeated Tampa 
Bay 24-18 at Wembley Sta¬ 
dium, leaving both clubs 4-3. 

Tim Tebow, making his first 
start of the season, threw two 
touchdown passes in the final 
2:44 of the fourth quarter and 
set up Matt Prater's 52-yard 
field goal that gave Denver an 
18-15 victory over winless 
Miami, who fell to 0-6. 

Pittsburgh's Ben Roethlis- 
berger threw a 95-yard touch¬ 
down to Mike Wallace, the 
longest pass play in Steelers 
history, and the Steelers de¬ 
feated Arizona 32-20, inflict¬ 
ing a fifth loss in a row on the 
Cardinals. 

Plaxico Burress caught 
three touchdown passes, tak¬ 
ing the lead for good on the 
last of them after an intercep¬ 
tion by Darrelle Revis, to 
power the New York Jets past 
AFC West leaders San Diego 
27-21. 

Matt Ryan ran for one 
touchdown and threw for an¬ 
other while Matt Bryant 
kicked three field goals to 
push Atlanta (4-3) past hosts 
Detroit 23-16, handing the 
Lions their second loss in a 
row after a 5-0 start. 

Lions quarterback 

Matthew Stafford suffered a 
right leg injury in a failed 


last-gasp bid for a tying 
touchdown and was in a 
walking boot after the game. 

Atlanta tight end Tony 
Gonzalez, 35, made five 
catches to move into second 
place on the NFL all-time re¬ 
ceptions list with 1,104, still 
445 grabs shy of Jerry Rice's 
career record. 

Kendrick Lewis and Bran¬ 
don Flowers each ran inter¬ 
ceptions for touchdowns to 
spark the Kansas City Chiefs 
over hosts Oakland 28-0. 
Kyle Boiler and Carson 
Palmer, obtained last week 
from Cincinnati, were each 
picked off three times. 

Arian Foster ran for 115 
yards and two touchdowns 
and had 119 yards receiving, 
including a 7 8-yard touch¬ 
down catch, as Houston routed 
Tennessee 41-7, giving the 
Texans the AFC South lead at 
4-3. The Titans fell to 3-3. 

Dallas rusher DeMarco 
Murray ran for a club-record 
253 yards, including a 91- 
yard touchdown romp, as the 
Cowboys beat winless St. 
Louis 34-7. The NFL's most 
anemic offense and worst run 
defense struggled as the 
Rams fell to 0-6. 

Rookie Cam Newton 
threw for 256 yards and a 
touchdown and ran for 59 
yards and another score to 
lead the Carolina Panthers 
(205) past visiting Washing¬ 
ton 33-20. 

Phil Dawson kicked field 
goals of 52 and 53 yards to 
give Cleveland a 6-3 victory 
over visiting Seattle.

ISTANBUL (AFP) - Maria Sharapova 
will crown one of tennis’s most un¬ 
likely comebacks if she regains the title 
at the $5,000,000 WTA Championships 
which start today. 

Sharapova has gradually worked her 
way back to world number two after an 
operation in 2008 on a rotator cuff, the 
kind of shoulder injury from which 
most players never fully recover. 

Arguably the former Wimbledon, 
US Open, and Australian Open cham¬ 
pion still isn’t quite the player she was, 
but has nevertheless achieved her highest ranking in three years 
and qualified for the tour’s climax for the first time since 2007. 

There is even an outside chance of Sharapova regaining the 
world number one ranking, but she would have to win the WTA 
Championships title whilst Caroline Wozniacki did poorly. 

"I just feel a sense of evolvement,” said Sharapova. You 
know, this year I feel like I’ve grown as a player and I've gotten 
better.

Red-hot Holland helps Rangers 

tie series 



DALLAS (AFP) - Derek 
Holland pitched 8 1/3 shutout 
innings and Mike Napoli 
blasted a three-run homer as 
the Texas Rangers defeated 
the St. Louis Cardinals 4-0 to 
level the 107th World Series 
at two games each. 

Josh Hamilton also had a 
run-scoring double in the 
opening inning for the 
Rangers, who are trying to 
win the first World Series in 
their 51-year franchise history. 

"He was a thoroughbred 
tonight," Rangers manager 
Ron Washington said of Hol¬ 
land. "He showed the world 
what he is capable of doing." 

It was Holland who picked 
up the pieces for the Rangers 
on a warm fall evening in 
game four after they were 
blown out 16-7 one night ear¬ 
lier. 

Texas' victory means the 
best-of-seven Major League 
Baseball championship series 
will go back to St. Louis for 
game six on Wednesday. 

"I felt like I had to really 
prove myself," Holland said. 
"I wanted to get the momen¬ 
tum back on our side. I did 
everything I could to prepare 
for it and get ready." 

Holland, who turned 25 
earlier this month, struck out 
seven and walked two to earn 
his second win of the post¬ 
season, blanking the Cardi-

nals in front of a sell-out 
crowd of 51,539 on Sunday. 

"Growing up it was a dream 
of mine to pitch in the World 
Series and get a win. I wanted 
to show that I belong here to 
begin with and I can pitch in a 
big game." 

The Rangers have won all 
five of Holland's starts in the 
playoffs and he pitched well 
into the night Sunday, giving 
the Texas beleaguered 
bullpen a much-needed rest. 

Texas will also host game 
five on Monday, when 
Rangers left-hander C. J. Wil¬ 
son will go up against Cardi¬ 
nals ace Chris Carpenter. 

"He's a great pitcher," 
Napoli said of Carpenter. 
"Hopefully we will get some

good pitching and defence 
and scuff away a couple of 
runs." 

Washington pulled Hol¬ 
land with one out in the ninth 
inning and put in closer Nef- 
tali Feliz who got the final 
two outs. 


Holland pleaded 
with Washington to 
remain in the game 
but when he heard 
the familiar chuckle 
he knew his time 
was up. 

"I was begging. I 
didn't get on my 
knees. And then typ¬ 
ically he gave that 
nice little ha, ha, ha! 
That little laugh he 
always does. I was 
trying everything I 
could to stay out 
there." 

Napoli hit a 392- 
foot missile to left 
field bleachers in the bottom 
of the sixth for the Rangers 
who continued their streak of 
not losing two games in a 
row. Texas haven't lost back- 
to-back contests since late 
August. 

Holland retired all three St. 
Louis batters in order in the 


top of the seventh starting 
with Albert Pujols. Pujols, 
who hit three homers and six 
RBIs in game three, grounded 
out to Holland as did the next 
batter Matt Holliday. Holland 
then capped off the inning by 
striking out designated hitter 
Lance Berkman. 

"He worked us over," said 
St. Louis manager Tony 
LaRussa of Holland. "Give 
him credit. He shut us down." 

Cardinals starter Edwin 
Jackson took the loss, allow¬ 
ing three hits and walking 
seven batters in 5 1/3 innings. 

The Cardinals were shut 
out just one night after scor¬ 
ing 16 runs, making it the 
largest run differential from 
one game to the next in 
World Series history. 

"Good pitching always 
stops good hitting," said 
LaRussa. "We pitched pretty 
well and it was a 1-0 game. 
They won in the sixth with 
three runs."
